Government investigators said 
Jacobs, head of the union 
which furnishes electricians for 
Union Electric and its affiliates, 
acquired a $20,000 interest 
in Shade Tree Service Co. 
in 1951, although an examina- 


tion of his previous income tax | 


returns failed to show he had 
sufficient assets to make such 
an investment. 


Start of prosecution indicated | 


the Government believed the 
$20,000 interest should have 


heen reported as income. On | 


the basis of net worth calcula- 
tions, the Government contends, 
Jacobs could not have paid for 
it out of previously acquired 
assets. 
False Returns Charged. 

Jacobs was charged in a two- 
count indictment with attempt- 
ing to evade income taxes by

filing false and fraudulent re-| 


turns for 1950 and 1951. The 
indictment said joint returns 
filed by Jacobs and his wife 


understated their taxes by $12,- 
167 for the two years. 

Shade Tree Service Co., at 
511 South Elm avenue, Webster 
Groves, trims all trees whose 
branches interfere with Union 
Electric power lines in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county. 


Records show the firm re- 
ceived $458,743 from Union 
Electric in 1954 and $514,933 
in 1955. 

A spokesman for Union Elec- 
tric said the position of Jacobs 
in the union had no con- 
nection with the employment of 
the tree-trimming firm. He 
pointed out that such work Was 
done by the company long be- 
fore Jacobs acquired an invest- 
ment in it.

Baby Named Caroline 
Louise Marguerite — 
Rainier Declares Na- 
tional Holiday. 


MONTE CARLO, Jan. 23 
(AP) — A 21-gun salute an- 
nounced the birth today of a 
dark-haired, blue-eyed girl to 
the former Grace Kelly and 
Prince Rainier of Monaco. 

The 8-pound 2-ounce baby, 
who will succeed her father on 
the throne of this 367-acre 
principality unless a son fs 
born, was placed in a gilded 
wood cradle used by her father. 


She will be called Princess 
Caroline. 

Palace sources said 26-year- 
old Princess Grace burst into 
tears of joy when told a girl 
had been born, and expressed 
a wish to nurse the child when 
she was brought to her. 

The 33-year-old Prince went 
on the radio soon after the 
birth at 9:27 a.m. (2:27 a.m. St. 
Louis time) and announced 


solemnly that “my beloved wife, | 


the Princess, has given birth to 


given the hame of Caroline 
Louise Marguerite.” 


He thanked the people for | 


their “affectionate testimony of 
attachment” and asked them to 
“thank God and rejoice.” He 
declared tomorrow a national 
holiday. 


The Prince described the 
baby as “very beautiful, just 
lovely.” 


Prince Prays in Chapel. 


His first act was to telephone 
his mother, Princess Charlotte, 
in northeastern France. He then 
went to his private chapel to 
pray. 

The Prince, who married the 
Hollywood movie star last April 
18-19, himself was reported to 
have wanted a girl. 

A medical bulletin by the 
three doctors said the delivery 
went very quickly without any 
complications and both mother 
and child “are doing very well.” 
It described the child as “per- 
fectly constituted.” A palace 
spokesman said the birth was 
without anesthetics. 

This afternoon the blond 
mother had a cup of bouillon 
and a sip of champagne. 

Hardly had the announcement 
been made until congratulatory 
telegrams began arriving from 
around the world.

There has been considerable 
sentiment in Congress for the 
quick passage of that part of 
the President’s resolufion giving 
advance approval of the use of 
American troops to help any 
Middle East country resist a 
Communist armed invasion, and 
for delay and further study of 
the request for permission to 
spend $200,000,000 this year for 
military and economic aid with- 
out restriction. 

Urges More Than Arms. | 


Mr. Eisenhower said _ the 
United States could not do the 
things that must be done in 
waging peace merely by arms. 
He said that of course this coun- 
try does not want to see a 
weaker nation overcome by 
force, but that to limit our help 
to military aid would be self- 
defeating. He said it was im- 
portant to help the countries 
develop so their people could 
lead better lives. 

A reporter asked Mr. Ejisen- 
hower a question that a number 
of Congressmen asked Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles: 
“How will the $200,000,000 be 
spent?” 

The President's answer was 
essentially the same as ‘that 
given by Dulles. Mr. Ejisen- 
hower said he did not know and 
would not until he received re- 
ports from the proposed com- 
mission to be headed by former 
Representative James P. Rich- 
ards of South Carolina. The 
commission, as the President 
pointed out, cannot be sent to 
the Middle East until Congress 
passes the resolution. 

Mr. Eisenhower did note that 
many countries wanted more 
military equipment than was 
good for them, by which he 
meant more than they could 
maintain with the limited in- 
come at their disposal. He said 
there would be no program for 
spending the money, which al- 
ready has been appropriated, 
until there was a study of the 
type Richards will make. 

Some Generalities. 


Most of the President's an- 
Swers at the 35-minute news 
conference tended to taper -off 
into generalities. For example, 


he was asked whether. as re-|

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 
President Eisenhower, at the 
first press conference of his 
second term, belittled today the 
talk of a controversy between 
himself and Treasurv Secretary 
George M. Humphrey over 
whether his 72 billion dollar 
budget for next year should be 

cut. 

Reminded that Humphrey 
had said that if government 
spending continued to mount 
the country would have a de- 
pression “that would make your 
hair curl,” the _ President 
pointed out that the Treasury 
Secretary was talking about the 


long-range fiscal situation 
rather than the immediate 
future. 
For Cuts Where Possible. 
He agreed with Humphrey 


that federal spending should be 
reduced if possible and cited 
his own directive to executive 
agencies to save every dollar 
they could. He appeared to 
disagree with Humphrey on 
deficit spending by the Govern- 
ment in a major depression. He 
repeated his previous as- 
surances that if such an event 


occurred, he ene the Gov- 
, iment Ta stitus 


tional means to rehabilitate the 
national economy. 

He doubted the country would 
-ever suffer another depression 
on the 1929 scale, saying that 
social security benefits and un- 
employment compensation 
would keep up the purchasing 
power of the people. 

He said that since the na- 
tional’economy was so delicate- 
ly balanced it was necessary for 
the Government to take imme- 
diate, minor action at the first 
signs of a depression; if things 
got worse, the Government 
should do more, and finally, if 


necessary there should be no 
limit to what should be done 
except constitutional restric- 
tions.

Sheriff Joseph Lohman said 
the bodies may have been placed 


along the road, near . Willow 
Springs, as long as two weeks 
ago. 

Barbara's chest bore three 
marks which Lohman _ and 


coroner's officials said could 
have been inflicted by a small 
caliber rifle or an ice pick. No 
clothing was found, just as in 
the case of the three boys. 

A post-mortem’ examination 
was conducted by three pathol- 
ogists in an effort to determine 
the cause of the girls’ deaths. 

(The United Press said police 
are investigating a ransom note 
received by the mother before 
the murders were discovered. 
Police laboratory officials re- 
fused to confirm the report of 
a ransom note. But it was re- 
liably learned that such a letter, 
demanding $5000 for the girls’ 
safe return, was received by 
her and turned over to the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation.) 

Within hours ef the discov- 
ery of the girls’ bodies yester- 
day, police picked up two men 
for questioning. Both denied 
any knowledge of the killings. 
One mah was released. The sec- 
ond, identified by police as Wal- 
ter Krantz, a laborer, was held 
for further interrogation. 
lice said he had been questioned 
last week about the girls’ dis- 
appearance and released.

If all live up to these responsi- 
bilities, the capacity of our 
economy to provide the high 
levels of employment, produc- 
tion and purchasing power en- 
vistaged by the employment act, 
and broadly attained in the past 
year, will be further enhanced.”

‘Employment Act of 1946, was 
a 200-page paper bound book.

MORE TO DEATH 


Announced Total Now 


28 Since Revolt — 
Four Others Given 
Prison Terms. 


BUDAPEST, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
The Budapest radio said today 
three more Hungarians have 
been sentenced to death for in- 
citing strikes and urging other 
resistance to the regime of 
Communist Premier Kadar. 

This brought to at least 28 
the number of death sentences 
announced publicly since the 
revolt was put down. Eleven ex- 
ecutions have been announced. 

Some Hungarian and Western 
observers believe many other 
death sentences and executions 
have never been made public. 

The latést death penalties 
were announced in the trial of 
nine pefsons accused of insti- 
gating strikes and urging seiz- 
ure of the Budapest radio build- 
ing and Danube bridges. Com- 
munist police said they found 
guns and ammunition hidden in 
the homes of the defendants. 

Those sentenced to death 
were identified as Jozef Varga, 
a laborer, Lazlo Katonai and 
Istvan Batonai. 

Four other defendants were 
sentenced to prison terms rang- 
ing from 5 to 10 years. Two 
others, both former policemen, 
were acquitted. 

Further action against Hun- 
garian writers accused of in- 
spiring the October anti-Rus- 
sian revolt was foreshadowed in 
a speech by Karoly Kiss, a 
member of the executive com- 
mittee of Kadar’s new Commu- 
nist party. 

In a speech reported in the 
official Government-party pa- 
per, Nepszabadsag, Kiss de- 
clared: “The dictatorship of the 
proletariat will know how to 
deal with all its enemies as 
they deserve, even when they 
are writers.” 

Kiss was the chairman of the 
party’s control committee—in 
charge of party discipline—un- 
der former Dictator Matyas 
Rakosi. 

Surprisingly, Kiss remained 
with Premier Imre Nagy during 
his brief tenure. 

When the Russian attack on 
Nov. 4 ousted Nagy, Kiss 
emerged as an ally of Kadar, 
whom the Russians installed as 
new premier. He has no Cabi- 
net pest but exerts his power in 
the party. 

A. Communist militia man 
yesterday killed a civilian who 
tried to seize a military vehicle 
in downtown Budapest, the of- 
ficial radio announced. 

It said he was shot down 
while grappling with the ve- 
hicle’s driver in the Pest dis- 
trict. Budapest radio gave no 
hint as to whether any others 
were involved. There have been 
reports recently that anti-Com- 
munists arrested by the regime 
are being transported through 
the city in closed trucks. 


Kadar Declares He Will Crush 
All Anti-Red Resistance. 

BERLIN, Jan. 23 ‘UP)—Hun- 
garian puppet Premier Kadar 
said today he will cursh all anti- 
Communist resistance so thor- 
oughly that rebellion can never 
break out in Hungary again. 

The statement was contained 
in a letter to the East German 
Communist youth organization, 
published in the orranization’'s 
newspaper Jung Welt. 

Kadar said he will build up 
his government's power with 
Soviet support, and pledged that 
Hungary will remain in the 


Soviet bloc.

Not Merger, But What? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

My colledgues at the Metropolitan 
St. Louis Survey, conducted jointly 
by Washington University and St. 
Louis University, join me in thank- 
ing you for publicizing our forth- 
coming effort to sample public opin- 
ion on metropolitan problems. 

Without wishing to seem un- 
gracious, we must point out that the 
headlines, referring to us as a “merg- 
er group” and to our work as a 
“merger study,” are misleading. 

Not only the Post-Dispatch, but 
the other newspapers in the area, 
frequently use the word “merger” 
in headlines about the. Survey and 
its work. 

Actually, when the time comes for 
us to make recommendations con- 
cerning city-county relationships, we 
have five alternatives to choose 
among. 

Four of these are specified by 
the Missouri Constitution, and only 
one of the four can properly be 
called a “merger.” The fifth con- 
ceivable possibility is to leave every- 
thing just as it is today. Thus we 
might just as well be called a “status 
quo group” as a “merger group.” 

We recognize the difficulty, of 
course, “Merger” is a short word 
that fits neatly into a headline. 
More appropriate terms, such as “‘co- 
ordination” or “co-operation,” are 
too long for the headlines, 

The fact remains that “merger 
study” does not correctly describe 
our function. A different word, 
concise and descriptive, is sorely 
needed. Has anyone any good sug- 
gestions?

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The Military Budget 


The national defense budget requested by 
President Eisenhower for the next fiscal year 
of 1958 represents an overlap of a conventional 
defense establishment and a burgeoning new 
type of strategic warfare establishment in 
which nuclear and robot weapons are in the 
ascendancy. 

The President calls for military expenditures 
of $38,000,000,000 out of the record peacetime 
budget of $71,800,000,000 for 1958. If Congress 
approves the defense figures this will be the 
highest total for the armed services since fiscal 
1954 when $40,300,000,000 was spent as the Ko- 
rean War drew to a close. 

It is certain that the Symington Air Power 
Committee, aided by many other air-minded 
Congressmen, will challenge this new budget. 
Although it calls for $2,000,000,000 above cur- 
rent expenditures, it would cut the Air Force 
to 128 wings or five less than now and nine 
short of the 137-wing target that had been ex- 
pected to be attained this summer. 

While the Air Force would receive $17,600,- 
000,000, or $710,000,000 more than in the previ- 
ous budget, it must be remembered that the Air 
Force Chief of Staff, Gen. Nathan Twining, tes- 
tified in Congress a few months ago that its min- 
imum needs were for $22,000,000,000. 

The theme of the new budget is that the com- 
bat capability of rockets, missiles and other new 
weapons usable by all three services is so great 
that the measurement of military strength in 
terms of wings, planes, divisions, tanks and 
ships does not give the true picture. 

But it well may be asked if numbers do not 
count heavily in such a matter as that of obso- 
lescence of planes. Based on obsolescence at 
seven years, the recommended appropriation for 
new aircraft means the Air Force will get less 
than half the number it needs to replace those 
that become obsolete. On top of this there is an 
attrition rate of 10 per cent annually for causes 
other than obsolescence. All this undoubtedly 
will be borne in mind by the several congres- 
sional. committees that will pass upon the 
budget. 

Another field that should be sure of careful 
checking and investigation is that of research 
and development. The budget shows $1,651,- 
000,000 for this purpose, or $53,000,000 below 
the amount for the previous year. But President 
Eisenhower, in covering this in his budget mes- 
Sage, said: 

When the portions of appropriations for 
procurement, military personnel and public 
works which contribute to research and de- 
velopment, testing and evaluation are also 
considered, the total devoted to these pur- 
poses will be somewhat more than $5,200,- 
000,000 programmed for the current fiscal 
year. A steady military research and devel- 
opment effort must be maintained over the 


years to assure a constant flow of new and 
more effective weapons for the future. 


Here, then, are two areas at least for inten- 
sive congressional study. First, just what is the 
true total being spent for research and de- 
velopment—and is it enough? Second, while 
the transition to new weapons is going on, are 
we actually maintaining sufficient present fight- 
ing power rather than gambling on the future? 

There have been indications that the Depart- 
ment of Defense has been counting too much 
on untried weapons and even some in the future 
in assessing its present potential. Future possi-, 
bilities simply do not justify any soft spots in 
the present defense setup where instant readi-' 
ness and swift mobility are conceded by ground 
and air generals and by admirals to be at a 
premium. 

This nation cannot afford to fall behind in 
scientific discoveries and developments if it 
hopes to maintain a posture of defense that will 
be a factor in preserving world peace. We have 
the financial capacity to support such a defense. 
If congressional studies show the present budget 
to be inadequate it should be increased—and 
the necessary taxes should be levied to support 
it without increasing inflationary pressures. 
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Herbert Elliston’s Courage 

In the death of Herbert Elliston, Washington 
has lost a voice of wisdom and moderation in- 
formed with wide knowledge and background. 
With great courage and stamina he overcame a 
long and serious illness to continue writing both 
editorials and a weekly column for the Wash- 
ington Post and Times-Herald although he had 
retired as editor of that paper. 

More than twenty years of his life were spent 
in the Orient, most of that time in China, which 
gave a breadth of knowledge to everything he 
wrote. Through all the frenzy stirred by the 
China-first lobby and the bitter recrimination 
that followed the fall of Chiang Kai-shek, Mr. 
Elliston kept a sane outlook that put the China 
tragedy in proper perspective. 

While he was deeply attached to the Chinese 
people, he never fell into the error of idealizing 
them; an error responsible for not a little of the 
confusion in our China policy. 

Officials in the capital looked to his weekly 
column, which frequently dealt with the Far 
East, for an informed view of events in that 
vast area so vital to America’s future. Out of 
his wealth of knowledge he did not hesitate to 
say when he thought American policy was right 
and when it was wrong. His voice and his exam- 
ple of courage and stamina will be missed in 
Washington and in the country. 
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The ‘News’ Have It 

H. Meade Alcorn Jr., elected chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, is known as a 
“new,” or Eisenhower, Republican. He was 
chosen to succeed Leonard W. Hall by acclama- 
tion. That is to say, the President clearly indi- 
cated he wanted Mr. Alcorn, and the committee 
respectfully went along. 

But the old, or Ohio brand of Republicanism, 
dies hard. As the committee chose its new lead- 
er, some wistful murmuring about “fundamen- 
tal” Republican doctrine indicated a certain 
lack of enthusiasm for Mr. Alcorn on the right 
wing. This, indeed, had already been demon- 
strated by the dastatdly effort to smear Mr. Al- 
corn with Harold E. Stassen—something which 
could have been dreamed up only along that 
same right wing. 

As a “new” Republican, Mr. Alcorn identifies 
himself with Former Gov. Dewey, Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell and Presidential Assistant Sher- 
man Adams, who have pretty well taken over 
the party apparatus to the exclusion of the rem- 
nants of the Taft wing. By and large, it may be 
assumed, a “new” Republican is one who likes 
to win presidential elections, and for that pur- 
pose is willing to modify conventional G.O-P. 
policies and attitudes sufficiently to appeal to a 
majority of the voters. 

As the next presidential election will have 
to be waged without the personal attractions of 
Mr. Eisenhower, this point of view may be most 
important to the future of the party. But the 
“new” Republicans, though riding high at the 
moment, still may have to face a challenge 
from Senator Knowland of California. If he 
runs for Governor in 1958 and the presidential 
nomination in 1960, he will undoubtedly become 
the focus for that “fundamentalism” of party 


doctrine which still excites a certain amount of 
nostalgia among the old hands. Until that test 
has been run, it will be too early to say that the 
Old Guard has completely faded away. 
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Values in Vetoes 

Talking with reporters after his inauguration, 
Gov. Blair said his policy with respect to vetoes 
“would be somewhat different.” He said he: 
would veto any bills that “override well-estab- 
lished public policy” and that in his judgment 
“are not in the public interest.” He also said 
that he would “not veto any bills legally passed 
just because I do not like them personally.” 

If Gov. Blair keeps this pledge to veto all 
bills that are not in the public interest he will 
be doing his constitutional duty. That is prom- 
ise enough from any chief executive. The rest 
of his statement may have been intended to 
spread a little good will to the legislators. Cer- 
tainly bills that reach his desk are “legally 
passed,” including even those which later may 
be held unconstitutional by the State Supreme 
Court. 

Gov. Blair’s predecessors have taken the veto 
power seriously and have found many occasions 
for its use. Here is the veto record of Gov- 
ernors of Missouri for the last 36 years:

Although Gov. Hyde used the veto substan- 
tially more often than any other chief executive 
in this list and Gov. Smith fewer times, still 
there is a generally consistent application for 
an average of {7 vetoes a term. 

What counts, however, is not the number of 
vetoes, but the bad legislation that is vetoed. 
On this score Governors have protected the 
peaple’s interest session after session. One of 
the most valuable acts Gov. Caulfield performed 
was his veto of the notorious “terminable per- 
mits” transportation utility bill in 1929. Gov. 
Stark in 1941 vetoed the resolution which par- 
tisan politics devised to keep Gov. Donnell 
out of the office to which he was elected. Gov. 
Park vetoed a bill to monkey with the Public 
Service Commission. Gov. Donnelly vetoed 
several small loan lobby bills. 

The Post-Dispatch hopes that Gov. Blair and 
the new Legislature will work together to serve 
the people of Missouri. Eavh, under the State 
Constitution, is an important and responsible 
part of the law-making process. Each is a vital 
element in the system of checks and balances. 
It is the Legislature’s duty to initiate, prepare 
and enact legislation. It is the Governor’s duty 
to sign the legislation when in his judgment it is 
sound and beneficial. It is equally his duty to 
use his veto when the bills are bad. 

The key lies in Gov. Blair’s well-chosen words, 
“not in the public interest.” He can only go 
right in making thenr the basis of his vetoes. 
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What is a tip? When Sam Johnson frequented 
a coffee house in Fleet Street two centuries ago 
it was “To Insure Promptitude,” and these 
words were printed round a bow! on the table, 
their initials eventually coming together in a 
word to designate the gratuities left there. 

To the Journeymen Barbers International 
Union of America in 1896 a tip was “humiliating 
and degrading.” To a New York State Industrial 
Commissioner in the present decade it was “un- 
worthy of labor in the twentieth century.” To 
the Netherlands Federation of Hotel, Restaurant 
and Cafe Organizations a tip (fooi) should be a 
service charge (bedieningsgeld) and it was so 
ordained six years ago. 

Now to the Union Helvetia of Switzerland, an 
organization of hotel employes following the 
Dutch example, a tip is 15 per cent added to the 
bill if the guest enjoys the hospitality one or 
two nights, 12 per cent if he enjoys the large, 
economy-size three-nights-and-upward stay. 

And so what began as a gift to insure prompti- 
tude becomes a service charge to insure pay- 
ment. Aha there, Sam Johnson, old lexicographer! 
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Out of a Billboard Forest 
Will the nation’s new interstate highway sys- 
tem, just now going into construction, eventually 
wend its way through files of unsightly adver- 
tising billboards? 
Secretary of Commerce Sinclair Weeks men- 


_tloned this problem in his recent highway prog- 


ress report to Congress. “There is widespread 
feeling throughout the country that advertising 
adjacent to the interstate system should be re- 
stricted in order to preserve the beauty and 
character of the natural landscape and in the 
interest of highway safety,” he said. He added 
that legislation would be needed and the prob- 
lem was under study. 

Other highway officials and planners have ex- 
pressed similar concern. Robert Moses, writing 
in Harper’s magazine, warned that unless Con- 
gress acts, new highways will run between “con- 
tinuous rows of offensive advertising.” 

Congress itself considered the matter when it 
debated the highway program, but finally re- 
jected a proposal to permit acquisition of rights 
for sign construction within 500 feet of the road 
right-of-way. So the Federal Government is pres- 
ently powerless to prevent commercial decora- 
tion of its new highways though it will spend 
27 billions for them. 

Some states restrict advertising along their 
roadways. The Missouri Highway Department 
has plans to limit commercial establishments 
along the new interstate pikes to the turn-offs at 
the traffic interchanges. But it is unlikely that 
the states will spend much of their own money 
to limit advertising along new federal roads. 

Before too long Secretary Weeks should have 
some specific idea of how to keep a forest of 
billboards off the superhighways of the future.

Subsidies for Hogs, Not Artists?

Federal Government subsidizes many things yet actually taxes 
hard-pressed arts; President's plan for federal arts commission 
to be brought up again; also proposals for theater tax re- 
lief and the use of building funds for paintings and sculpture.

Representative Frank Thompson Jr. 
of New Jersey has observed that most 
civilized nations encourage the arts in 
one way or another, while here in the 
United States, “we tax ours and stub- 
bornly refuse to support them finan- 
cially at the national level.” 

Mr. Thompson was one of the lead- 
ing supporters of President Eisen- 
hower’s proposal for the creation of a 
Federal Advisory Commission on the 
Arts, which failed in the last session. 
He has announced that he will try 
again, driving also for removal of fed- 
eral taxes from theater and concert ad- 
missions, a program for decorating pub- 
lic buildings, and the creation of a 
National Museum of American Arts and 
Crafts along with a national theater 
and music center. 


Whether Mr. Thompson can arousé - 


much interest among his colleagues in 
the plight of the nation’s painters, 
poets and composers is open to ques- 
tion. This is not a voting bloc of con- 
sequence ‘only 2270 musicians are 
employed by major symphony orches- 
tras in all the land) and it seems to 
be part of the national political tradi- 
tion to view creative souls with sus- 
picion. 

However, it would seem to us that 
at least one of Mr. Thompson's pro- 


posals should have some hope of sur- 
vival. It would do no great violence 
to the federal budget if the Govern- 
ment adopted a policy followed by 
many European governments and set 
aside a small percentage of the appro- 
priation for federal buildings for ap- 
propriate paintings, murals and sculp- 
ture. This would provide a considerable 
market for perhaps the hardest-pressed 
of our creative people, the serious 
artists. 

There is, of course, some aesthetic 
hazard. All of us have nightmarish 
memories of some of the so-called “art” 
produced in the WPA days when the 
Government briefly added painters and 


sculptors to the relief rolls. 


However, it should not be impos- 
sible to create a commission competent 
to cut its way through the vagaries of 
taste. The result, should be not only 
to encourage our serious artists in a 
very, material way, but to put their 
product on public view. 

We have, as William K. Wyant Jr. 
has pointed out in the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, reached a point in our civili- 
zation where we are willing to subsi- 
dize hog farmers and real estate pro- 
moters with federal funds. It may be 
that artists are equally worthy.

“The likely magnitude and duration 
of these projects,” wrote Gibson, “make 
it all but certain that in the end the 
Middle East aid program will cost much 
more than now mentioned and that it 
will linger on far longer than the two 
or three years that officials now talk 
about.” 

It is entirely possible that some such 
comprehensive, long range program is 
the answer to the Middle East problem 
and that sizable American expenditures 
on it are justified. 

But how can Congress, or the Ameri- 
can people, judge until they know, in 
general terms at least, what the Ad- 
ministration has in mind? And what 
arguments it offers in support of its 
program? 

Whatever program is decided upon, 
the people are going to have to back 
it up and pay for it. This should entitle 
them to know what it is all about.

An Unnatural Sorrow 


SUNDAYS FROM TWO TO SIX, by Vir- 
= Abaunza, (Bobbe-Merrill, 222 pgs., 
50.) 

In this warmly felt, deftly written 
first novel, a New Orleans writer 
makes an impressive debut. Virginia 
Abaunza’s story of the aftermath of a 
separation and its effect on the three 
children of a family has originality, an 
appealing candor and, above all, an ad- 


mirable unpretentiousness. 


Mrs. Abaunza’s central figure is Cody 
Benson, a precocious 16-year-old, 
through whose eyes most of the inci- 
dents occur, Looking on are Peter and 
Pancho, 5 and 6. Their father, a busi- 
ness man who is far more matter of 
fact, more conventional-minded than 
his tightly strung wife, packs up and 
leaves, and steps are soon begun for 
a divorce. 

What ensues is not a tightly plotted, 
step-by-step narrative, Instead the su- 
thor offers a series of episodes—Christ- 
mas, which is split in two, half with 
each parent; en- 
counters with more 
sophisticated young 
friends with sim- 
ilarly split fam- 
ilies, meetings with 
a grandmother, 
leading gradually 
to the book's emo- 
tional high point, 
the achievement of 
a new wisdom and 
balance for Cody 
Benson and the 
settlement of her 
dilemma, 

In the meantime, 
the reader sees a 
great deal of adolescent reactions and 
of little-boy nature, in chapters that 
range from the strongly moving to the 
hilarious. Though humor might seem 
a surprising ingredient in a book of 
this nature, Virginia Abaunza presents 
it with skill. Her Pancho and Peter 
are masterpieces of small boydom. 

The author writes in a simple, rhyth- 
mic style, with a fine pace and marked 
perception. Her conversations have a 
rare lift and conviction; some of the 
exc es among her very young are 
roaringly funny.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 23 
(AP) — Ralph Barton Perry, 
professor emeritus of philoso- 
phy at Harvard University and 
a Pulitzer prize winner, died 
yesterday. He was’ 80 years 
old. 

Prof. Perry won the Pulitzer 
prize in 1935 for a biography 
entitled: “The Thought and 
Character of William James.” 
In World Warl1as an Army | 
major he served as secretary of 


the War Department committee = 


on education and special train- 
ing. France awarded him the 
Chevalier Legion of Honor in| 
1936. He retired several years 
ago. 

Prof. Perry was a native of 
Poultney, Vt., and a graduate 
of Princeton University. He re- 
ceived his. Ph.D. from Harvard 
and three years later, in 1902, 
joined the Harvard faculty. He 
received honorary degrees from | 
Princeton, Clark College,. the 
University of Pennsylvania and 
Harvard. 

He was chairman of the Uni- 
versities Committee on Postwar 
International Problems from 
from 1942 to 1945, a member 
of the National Institute of Arts 
and Letters, and a member of 
the American Philosophical So- 
ciety. 

Prof. Perry was the author 
of numerous books, among the 
most recent being “Hope for 
Immortality,” “One World in 
the Making,” “Charcateris- 
tically American,” “General 
Theory of Value,” “The Citizen 
Decides” and “Realms _ of 
Value.” 

He leaves two sons, Ralph 
Barton Perry Jr. of New York, 
and Bernard B. Perry, director 
of the Indiana University 
Press, Bloomington, Ind.

Dream of Global Truce. 


This is not what President 
Eisenhower hoped for when he 
was inaugurated four years ago. 
It is fair to say, I think, that 
his original hope was that, 
Starting with a move to end 
the Korean war, he could ar- 
rive at some global truce with 
the Soviet Union. 

Such a truce would have en- 
abled him to disengage many 


far-flung and perilous commit- 
ments all over the globe. 

Only on this assumption could 
he have believed, as he did 
during the 1952 campaign and 
as he set it forth in his famous 
compact with Senator Taft, that 
he could reduce drastically the 
federal expenditure, that he 
could reduce taxes, and that he 
could reduce the size of the 
Federal Government. 


| 
No Disengagement Now. 


His hope then was that he 
could disengage, retrench, and 
reduce. This hope was based on 
the deeper hope that the cold 
war could be, if not ended, at 
least moderated. 

As he enters his second term, 
he finds himself extending 
rather than reducing our com- 
mitments abroad. On the three 
great fronts of the cold war, in 
the Far East, the Middle East, 
and in Central Europe, there is 
no present prospect of negotia- 
tion which might open the way 
to some kind of truce. 

There is an atmosphere of 
irreconcilability here and in the 
world about us which hangs 
heavily on the future as the 


new term begins.

Miguel Berrios of Puerto 
Rico, recently beaten by Gil 
- .Cadilli of San Francisco, prob- 

ably will be in the midst of the 
scramble. Saddy said Berrios, 
who had been No. 2 in both 
N.B.A. and Ring ratings, was 
dropped to third behind Costa 
after his defeat by Cadilli. 

According to Saddy’s formula, 
Hamia and Costa would have to 
file an agreement with the 
N.B.A. to defend the newly won 
title within 90 days after their 
bout against the man desig- 
nated as leading challenger by 
the N.B.A. 

Hamia Outpointed Costa. 

Hamia outpointed Costa in a 
Madison Square Garden 10- 
rounder, March 30, 1956, on a 
split decision. The nimble in- 
vader made a hit with 
crowd although one judge voted 
for Costa 5-4-1. | 

In a June 15 match in the. 
Garden, Hamia won a _ unani- 
mous decision over Berrios who 
was dropped for the first time 
in his career in the fourth 
round. However, Berrios had 
Hamia in trouble two or three 
times. 

Hamia’s other American start, 
May 4, resulted in a victory 
over Ike Chestnut at Washing- 
ton on a divided decision. The 
referee scored it even but the 
two judges voted for Hamia. 

The 126-pound crown was va- 
cated yesterday when Charlie 
Johnston, Saddler’s manager, 
said he was retiring the champ 
on the recommendation of Dr. 
Thomas W. Matthew, a neuro- 
surgeon, who reported the box- 
er was “going progressively 
blind. 

Dr. Matthew recommended 
rétirement for the 30-year-old 
Saddler who was injured in an 
auto accident in July 1956 when 
a taxicab in which he was @ 
passenger was in collision with 
a car. He was hospitalized for 
three weeks. 

Saddler’s Great Record. 

“He does have some sight at 
the preesnt time,”’ said Dr. Mat- 
thew. “If he does not fight, 
he may be able to retain that 
sight. If he continues to fight, 
there is a grave chance of total 
blindness.” 

Saddler said he had no defi- 
nite plans for the future. 

“Up to now I thought I could 
continue to box,” he said after 
learning of the doctor’s recom- 
mendation. “I still don’t be- 
lieve any featherweight could 
whip me.” 

Sandy, a pro since 1944, has 
a 144-16-2 record for 162 fights 
with an amazing total of 103 
knockouts.

The district attorney's 
office said, however, it would 
begin presenting evidence 
against him to a grand jury on 
Monday without waiting the 


outcome of the psychiatric eX- | 


amination. 

“I’m glad I did it,” Metesky 
said with a grin late yesterday 
as he was brought to New York 
City for arraignment. 

A crowd of 300 persons, in- 

cluding 150 newspaper, tele- 
vision and radio representatives, 
watched Metesky being led into 
‘court, handcuffed between two 
‘detectives. 
. The smile never left his face. 
‘He appeared to enjoy im- 
mensely the fuss being made 
over him. 

“Are you sorry you did it?” 
someone shouted. 

Metesky’s blue eyes twinkled. 
“Yes,” he laughed, adding: 
“I’m sorry I injured people, but 
I'm glad I did it.” 

Signs Confession. 

After his arrest, Metesky 
signed a statement admitting he 
was the bomber who had placed 
32 bombs in public places since 
1940. Twenty-two exploded, in- 
juring 15 persons, one seriously. 

Metesky was quoted as saying 
he never had intended to kill 
anyone and felt “hurt” when- 
ever he read one of his devices 
had injured anyone. 

Metesky began placing bombs, 

e said, to point up what té 
him was lack of compensation 
for an industrial injury 25 
years ago. 

He was taken to court on 
charges of felonious assault, 
malicious mischief and violation 
of the Sullivan law, meaning 
the possession of dangerous 
weapons such as bombs. Bond 
of $100,000 was set. He had 
voluntarily waived extradition | 
from Connecticut. | 

The three counts could carry 
a maximum sentence of 42 
years but could easily stretch 
into several life terms if he is 
tried and convicted separately | 


for each of the 32 bomb inci- | 


dents he admits. 
Appears Calm in Court. 
Metesky, dressed neatly in a 
pin-striped blue suit, tie, shirt 


and shoes, appeared calm at/ the late Mrs. june Alma Lytz’s | 


the arraignment proceedings. 
His court-appointed lawver, 
Benjamin Schmier, asked for 


Bellevue Hospital. Assistant Dis- | 
trict Attorney Karl Grebow 
consented. 

:Schmier said Metesky “could 
éasily pass aS your next door 
neighbor” but is a pronounced 
mental case and not legally 
punishable. 

“I am not sure the defendant 
can differentiate between right 
and wrong. I think he doesn’t 
understand the charges against 
him,” Schmier said, adding: 


.-. He’s a man, in my epin- | 
ion, laboring under .a terrific | 
psychosis, a persecution com- 
plex. He finds all his grievance 
against the public satiated by | 
setting off these bombs.” 

In commiting Metesky to} 
Bellevue, Magistrate Reuben | 
Levy commented: “The alleged | 
acts are indicative of a de- 
ranged mind.” 

Schmier and Grebow argued 
about Metesky’s financial status. 
Schmier said Metesky could not 
afford a lawyer, while Grebow 
said he “has $500 in his pocket 
and has $11,000 in the bank.” 

Metesky interjected: “Your 
Honor, I have only $150.” 

Metesky, who has not worked 


much in 20 years, apparently | 


received income as inheritance 
from his parents, natives of 
Lithuania. 

Metesky lived with his two 
spinster sisters, who he said 
had supported him and also 


bought him an expensive Eng- | 


lish sports car. The sisters re- 
fuse to believe their brother is 
the mad bomber who, police 
said, fashioned his bombs in a 
Workshop behind his house. 
Several bombs in various stages 
of completion were found in 
the shop. 

Police dismantled the work- 
shop and brought it to New 
York for use as possible evi- 
dence if and when Metesky is 
brought to trial. 

“The clue to the bomber’s 
identity was in the files of the 

onsolidated Edison Co., the 
city’s huge gas-electric light 
utility. 


Metesky said that while work- | 


ing at the utility’s.Hell Gate 
plant in New York City on 
Sept. 5, 1931, he choked from 
strong gas fumes that later left 
him tubercular. He said he 
tried to obtain adequate com- 
pensation but never did.

Defending its holdings in 
Electric Energy, Inc., of Joppa, 
Ill., the company told the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion the arrangement did not 
violate the Public Utility Hold- 
ing Company Act of 1953. 

Electric Energy was formed 
in 1950 by five companies to 
supply power to the Atomic 
Energy Commission's installa- 
tion at Paducah, Ky., across the 
Ohio river from Joppa. Union 
Electric’s 40 per cent stock in- 
terest is the largest single hold- 
ing. 

Company's Argument. 

The company said its stock 
ownership would not tend to- 
“interlocking relations” or 
|detrimental to the public in- 
terest,” both of which are for- 
bidden under Section 10 of the 
Holding Company Act. 

Instead, the company said its 
part ownership of the subsidiary 
would “serve the publie inter- 
est by tending towards the eco- 
nomical and efficient develop- 
ment of (Union Electric’s) in- 
tegrated public utility system.” 

In an order issued last No- 
vember, the SEC in effect di- 
rected Union Electric and the 
other four sponsoring compa- 
nies to show cause why they 
should not be required to di- 
vest themselves of their stock 
holdings in Electric Energy.

If you have a situation of this 


sort, the first thing to check 
is the mortar around the bricks 
that are exposed to the weather. 


If the mortar has cracked or 
has fallen out, replace it. A 


driving wind can force rain 


through these open joints 


Next spot to check is the 
chimney cap—the mortar on the 
top of the bricks around the 
flue. If this has cracked, cut out 
the cracks and patch it with 
fresh mortar. If there is no 
capping of mortar and the face 
of the bricks are exposed, cap it. 


The best type of cap is made 
so that it is high at the flue 
and then tapers down towards 
the sides of the chimney. This 
forms a peak and rain falling on 
the cap will flow off the chim- 
ney rather than into the flue. 
If there is an existing cap and 
it’s perfectly flat, it’s worth 
giving it this tapered design. 

In severe cases the only w 
to keep the rain out of the 
chimney is to provide it with 
a reinforced concrete or stone 
cap. Three or four bricks are 
placed at each corner of the 
chimney top and then the cap 
is set on these supports. If you 
find you require such a cap, 
better let an expert put it on 
for you.

SPOKANE, Wash. 
SAW a preview in New York 
J cits, before my trip here, of 
Walt Disney's new film, “Our 
Friend the Atom.” 


(The film will be presented 
on KWK-TV on “Disneyland” 
at 5 p.m. Sunday.) 


The film starts out by tying 
up the atom with the fable 
about the fisherman and genie 
from “The Arabian Nights.” 


Man of today is the fisher- 
man of the fable and, like the 
fisherman, if he acts wisely he 
will derive great benefits from 
his discovery., The picture deals 
fascinatingly with the history 
of the atom’s discovery, the 
scientists of the past who con- 
tributed to our knowledge of 
today and, finally, after ex- 
plaining what this new energy 
really is, the ways in which it 
may improve our civilization. 

We all know of the atom’s 
powers of destruction, but we 
do not stop to think that the 
energy derived from it may 
some day drive our ships and 
airplanes and run power sta- 
tions for production of elec- 
tricity for our homes and fac- 
tories. 

We do not realize that there 
are beneficial rays that can 
help us produce more food for 
our ever-growing population 
and that atomic medicine can 
be of great benefit to suffering 
mankind.

A Chance for ‘Talent Unlimited’ 


Group Formed to Give Young Performers Opportunity to Present Their Acts

ECAUSE a group of young 
Bs Louisans, some of whom 

have no theatrical ambitions 
themselves, hope to give others 
a helping hand toward stage 
stardom, the children and old 
people who are confined to hos- 
pitals and homes in this area 
are about to receive a bonanza 
of entertainment. 

Through Talent Unlimited, a 
“showcase” for young perform- 
ers, units of entertainers will be 
sent to institutions to perform 
before real audiences and 
thereby gain the poise and ex- 
perience they need on their 
way to the professional enter- 
tainment world. 

It's a double-barrelled proj- 
ect, with members of the en- 
thusiastic volunteer commit- 
tee doing much of the work for 
the benefit of the performers 
and audiences. The young 
artists get a chance to show off 
their talent. The ill and the 
infirm who can't. go out to see 
a show will have one brought 
right to their wards and bed- 
sides. 

Talent Unlimited was begun 
a few months ago after a 17- 
year-old singer and guitarist, 
Charlotte Shea, applying for a 
spot on a Ted Mack show in 
St. Louis, drew a blank on the 
question about her past show 


experience. Charlotte’s sister, 
Rose, and a friend, J. M. Wil- 
son, first sympathized, then 
asked themselves what they 


could do about it. 

They came up with the idea 
that a city the size of St. Louis 
should have an organization 
which would give performers 
the opportunity to gain that ex- 
perience. So with Wilson as 
chairman, Rose as_ secretary, 
and Charlotte the first enter- 
tainer to sign up, they went to 
work to line up performers and 
audiences. Thus far they have 
nearly a dozen individual per- 
formers as well as_ students 
from two dance studios in the 
files, have given one show in 
a convalescent home and are 
booked for several others. 


No one receives any actual 
cash, but there’s a big payoff 
for everyone connected with the 
project, Wilson pointed out. 
The committee members get the 
Satisfaction of knowing they’re 
helping both performers and 
patients. The performers re- 
ceive the applause that’s music 
to their ears, and the patients 
are treated to a first-class show 
with the kind of entertainment 
they particularly want.

“We hope to have approxi- 
mately 150 entertainers from 
whom we can select performers 
for programs,” said Wilson.

“We will work as a casting 
office. Each individual perform- 
er is listed on a card file which 
contains information on the 
routines he does, the time he is 
available, how many costume 
changes he has, and other per- 
tinent material. When a request 
for a show is made by an institu- 
tional social director, we check 
with various entertainers in our 
file to prepare an assorted pro- 
gram of the length and material 
suggested by the institution.

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_ The word “aqueduct”
